WAR OBJECTIVES OF 

JHE ALLIES: 
RESTATEMENT 
PLEA IN U.S. 


VOICES CONTINUE to be raised in \ the American Press 
and in Congress urging a restatement of the Allies war ob- 


jectives. 


Many of these expressions of opinion come from 


persons friendly to the Allied cause. . 


Three main reasons are advanced to 
support this view. The first is that 
such a step would demonstrate the 
close identity of the Allied war aims 
with the peace aims of the United 
States. The statement, it is suggested, 
could be phrased in words almost 
identical with those used by Mr. Cor- 
dell Hull, Secretary of State, and Pre- 
sident Roosevelt on various occasions 
during the past year. 


The second reason is that it would 
shift the onus for continued hostilities 
on to Hitler’s shoulders; the third that 
it would prevent arguments — being 
used by Anglophobe Congressmen that 
tho: war |s being fought for impert- 
alistic purposes or because of power 
politics, 

The President, while being urgad to 
keop an open mind og to the possl-.

INTERVENTION IMPOGSIBLE 

Outside certain political circles in 


Washington there {s practically no' 
support for’ the suggestion that Mr. 


Roosevelt might usefully intervene at 


this stage.. Few people in this coun- 
try believe that terms can as yet be 
obtained from Germany which would 
satisfy any of the Allies’ demands. 

- Many Americans are undoubtedly 
puzzled by the quiet on the Western 
Front. 

As Mr. Arthur Krock, chief Wash- 
ington correspondent of the ‘New 
York Times,” wrote: “There Is a feel- 
ing here, which will persist until Mr.

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INCOME TAX DEBATE 


G-0-C. AND GOV 


ADDRESS COUNCIL FIRMLY 


_IN FAVOUR. OF PROPO 


“If income tax is not accepted, it will not add to the 
reputation of Hong Kong,” declared H. E. the 
G.0.C., Major-General A. E. Grasett, amid offi- 


cial applause, at yesterday’s meeting of Legis- 


lative Council. 


Major-General Grasett made one of his rare inter- 
ventions in Council debates to express himself 
strongly on the subject of income tax, which, to 
the end of the Unofficial contribution to the de- 
bate, was unanimously opposed. 


The General pointed out that: if, 
things go wrong for Britain in the war, 
Hong Kong will be one of the first to 
suffer. 

Concerning the argument that as 
Hong Kong was of strategic import~ 
ance, it was therefore justified in ask- 
ing that the Mother Country to con~ 
tribute the major portion towards its 
defence, he declared that Hong Kong 
was of no strategic importance what- 
soever; it was defended solely because 
it was part of the British Empire. 

Income tax was the fairest and most 
equitable form of raising revenue. 

There was in Hong Kong a section of 
the community which was enjoying a 
very high and prosperous standard of 
living. i 

The burden would fall on that por- 
tion of the community, capable of 
bearing it. He hoped that the Opposi- 
tion would carefully study the matter, 

LOGICAL PROCESS 


Dr. P. S. Selwyn Clark, D.M.S. de- 
clared that increases in rates, customs, 
import duties, etc. would bear most 
heavily on those sections of the com- 

unity least able to bear them. 

From a doctor’s point of view, the 
way it seemed to work to him was 

that Government worked out the pos- 
sible minimum sum for food, clothing 
and housing, deducted allowances for 
wife, children, education, _ete., 
and from - the’ resultant sum 
asked for a contribution 
for the purpose of maintaining or ex- 
tending essential defences, civil ad- 
ministration and military and essen- 
tial services. . 

He reminded listeners that in 
1938, when It.was proposed to 
make Canton an Infected port 
because of smallpox and to carry 
out compulsory vaccination, there 
was the same opposition as there 
waa now to Income tax; the 
same question of Invasion of pri- 
vacy was raised. Yet both 
measures were entirely successful. 
He was sure Hong Kong would ac- 

cept income tax with that great spirit 
it had shown in the past. 


THE GOVERNOR’S 
SPEECH 


His Excellency the Governor, wind- 
ing up, said: — i 
All the main points relative to the 
1940-41 estimates which have been 
raised on the unofficial side of the 
Council during the two days of de- 
bate have. been answered and in my 
opinion answered adequately. I have, 
therefore, nothing to add to those ans— 
“wers but I will renew the undertak- 
ing given by the honourable gentle~ 
man, the Financial Secretary, on Oct- 
ober 12th by reiterating that Govern- 
ment, in putting into effect the ap- 
proval given by you to those estimates, 
will. keep a close watch upon the 
revenue and will.govern its expendi- 
ture both on public works and in 
respect of the filling of new appoint- 
ments in accordance with the financial 
outlook from time to time. 
The subject which has occupied 
almost the whole of the, debate, how- 
-ever, is not reflected in the estimates. 
- On October 12th in my address I 
outlined to the Council a proposal for 
a war-budget, on the expenditure side 
of which the largest: item would be 
Hong Kong’s contribution to the re- 
sources of His Majesty’s Government 
for the successful conduct of the life 


and death struggle in which Great 


Britain is engaged. I say Great Brit- 
ain; but I have no doubt that honour- 
able members realise that Hong 
Kong’s future is as deeply concerned 
with the outcome of that struggle as 
is the United Kingdom itself. I sug- 
gested that that contribution might 
have two objectives, firstly to cover 
our -expenditure on local defence and 
other expenditure caused by the war, 
and secondly to provide, according to 
our means, a free gift to His Majesty's 
Government in aid of the prosecution 
of the war against Germany. I also 
suggested that that gift might consist 
either of cash or kind or both. 


INCOME TAX BEST 


In setting that idea before the 
Council I had in mind, as I have firm- 
ly still, the thought that it is the 
duty of this Colony to help to bear 
the Empire’s burden to the utmost of 
its power, even though that utmost 
would be, monetarily speaking, as in- 
significant as was the Widow's Mite; 
and, secondly, I considered, as I per- 
sonally still consider, that an income 
tax was the best means of collecting 
that contribution. As the honourable 
the Financial Secretary has said, when 
that proposal was made public we 
were not.without good reason for be— 
Heving'that an income tax levied for 
the purposes which I have mentioned 
would be accepted generally by the 
people of the Colony as appropriate. 
at this juncture. 

I could not, if I. would, add any-— 
thing of value to the masterly reply 
which the honourable Mr. Caine has 
made to the principal objections which 
have been raised to. the introduction 
of income tax: he has shewn that 
some of the apprehensions which the 
announcement of Government’s pro-— 
posals has roused have been unduly 
magnified and that others have no 
foundation in fact. ‘ 

1 feet quite sure that most, if 
not all, of the opposing arguments 
adduced here have found volce In 
every country where Income tax 
has been mooted. : : 
So far as administrative difficulties 

are concerned, I have it on the autho- 
rity of the Secretary of State that we 
should not be deterred by fears on that 
ground, for experience has shewn in 
many Colonies that these can be suc- 
cessfully overcome; and it may be of 
interest to members to know .. that, 
apart from the Dominions, income tax 
is already part of the financial struc- 
ture of fifteen British Colonies, while 
several others contemplate its intro- 


duction, 
THE AMOUNT 
But although I do not propose to add. 
to or to reiterate the points made by 
the honourable the Financial Secre- 
tary, there are one or two aspects of 
the matter on which I have a word to 
say. Firstly as to ‘he amount that 
the Colony should contribute, for I 
note that every member here. supports 
in one degree or another the making 
of such a contribution. In this con- 
nection I wish to dispose of an ap- 
parently widespread delusion that 
Government has determined to raise a 
war budget revenue of $10,000,000 
per annum or of any other pre-de- 
termined sum. No such _ statement 
has ever been made by.a Government 
officer; prestmably the error took its. 
rise from too hasty a reading of a few 
paragraphs of the honourable the Fin- 
anctal Secretary's speech in this Coun- 
cil on October 12th, which appear on 
page 143 of this year’s records. 
_ As he made clear in mentioning that 
figure, it was-no more than a guess-

work estimate by the Taxation Com- 
mittee of what might be the outcome 
of a two-shilling ircome tax, and that 
guess included, of course, the large 
umount which would have been trans— 
ferred from the Home Government 
income tax revenues to the Hong Kong 
Treasury. Two shillings was regard— 
ed by Government as a reasonable 
standard rate for an income tax here, 
should one be imposed, and so it came 
about that the ten million figure was 
mentioned. 
AWAIT DECISION 


I recognise the motive which has 
prompted the honourable and learn— 
ed member, Sir Henry Pollock, to 
propose the very handsome sum of 
three million dollars as a maximum 
for the Colony’s contribution; but, in 
the absence of any real information 
about the Colony’s aggregate income 
and until the means of raising the 
contribution have been settled, I think 
it wiser at this stage to leave the 
question of amount at the honourable 
Mr. Lo’s definition, which he express- 
ed as follows:— 

“As we are all agreed that the 

Colony should make the best con- 
_tribution of Which It is capable, 

the problem confronting — this 

Councli resolves itself to one 

of finding the best means of 

ralsing the money.” 

While on this subject I would ob- 
serve that there has been an assump- 
tion in several quarters that Govern- 
ment’s intention has been that Hong 
Kong’s contribution to His Majesty’s 
Government would necessarily take 
the form of a monetary gift sent from 
here to London. Such is not the case 
and I take such blame as the false 
impression deserves for not being more 
specific in my first utterance on the 
subject. Rather, what I had in mind 
—and similar suggestions have ap- 
peared in the local: press—was the 
construction at dur expense and in our 
yards of vessels for the Royal Navy, 
such as mine-sweepers, one or two. of 
which would make a very. valuable 
addition to our defences here and 
others, no doubt, could usefully be 
employed elsewhere: alternatively, 
our contribution might be towards the 
Royal Air Force. 

COMPLEX QUESTION

TAXATION COMMITTEE’S REPORT 

Doubt has been thrown this after- 
noon upon the actual conclusion to 
which the Taxation Committee came 
in respect of income tax. After de- 
tailing the arguments against and for 
such a measure they reported .as fol- 
lows:— 

Our conclusion is that the advantage 
of an efficiently administered income 
tax over other forms are overwhelm- | 
tng from the point of view: of equity, 
and that, if it be considered that the

Rowanduz was built on a flat 
platform of rock lying between two 
mighty chasms. There: was the old 
caravan track leading through the 
bazaar, the river winding like a 
snake below the town, and above it 
loomed a massive fort built by Kor 
Pasha, the blind ruler of Kurdistan 


over a century ago. 


- But after a month of living primi- 
tively in the crude and simple build- 
ings of the town, of working in the 
brilliant, blinding sunlight, of ris- 
ing when the mists still hid the peaks 
of the mountains and of retiring to 
‘bed Jong before the bazaar lights 
were extinguished or the chatter of 
Kurdish voices ceased, Mary knew 
to Kurdistan but 
brought the chains of Hollywood 
with her. Her life was much the 
same. There were the same insincere 
gushingly affectionate people around 
her, the same studio quarrels, the 
same temperamental differences be- 
tween the actors. The producer 
would curse, the camera men grum- 
ble, the make-up women come 
yawning to their morning — tasks. 
Nothing: was changed, nothing al- 
tered. Mary had travelled thousands 
of miles for nothing. 


Besides the monotony, even her 
few leisure moments were restrict- 
ed.

‘With great tradition behind them, 
with a history so steeped into the 
midst of antiquity that it has never 
yet been revealed or written, it was 
inevitable that sooner or later there 
should come in time a leader and 2 
saviour.

doubted force of many arguments op- 
posing the introduction of: the tax 
locally, we must qualify our recom- 
mendation in five ways. 

(a) We must not be taken as ex- 
pressing the opinion that such sub- 
stantial extra revenue ts. actually 
necessary; .in so far as more revenue 
is needed owing to the growth of the 
Colony that very growth is likely au- 
tomatically to increase the revenue. 
while it is outside our province to 
consider how far it may be needed to 
finance new or improved services, 

(b) The possibility of the successful 
working of the tax should first.be the 
subject of a detailed investigation 
with the assistance of an expert, pre- 
ferably familiar with the collection of 
the tax in an Eastern country. 

(ec) The imposition of the tax invol- 
ves a new departure in fiscal policy. 
We assume that it would not-be pass- 
ed through Council by the use of the 
official majority and that unofficial 
members of Council will expect to re- 
ceive, before agreeing to the imposi- 
tion, some indication of the heads of 
expenditure to which its yield will be 
applied. Lo aor 

(d) We feel that it_would be unwise 
to impose a tax of this nature until a 
substantial body. of opinion in the Co- 
lony believes that the tax can be levied 
fairly and efficiently. 

(e) The imposition of Income Tax 
should to some extent be compensated 
for by the remission of other forms of 
taxation. 


PEACE TIME 


The second and third points deal 
with ‘certain objections which have 
been against the imposition_of an in- 
come tax. Of these one is that, once 
established on the plea of the neces- 
sity of war, the tax would remain in 
peace time. To that I would rejoin 
that if eventually it is agreed that an 
income tax bill. for war purposes 
should be introduced I should have no 
objection to the inclusion of a ‘clause 
which would effect an automatic re= 
peal of the measure at some _ stated 
time, for example, at the end of the 
tinancial year next after the conclu- 
sion of peace. 

The other objection is of smaller 
calibre, though I believe*that it is 
very potent: it is the fear that income 
tax procedure is necessarily -inquisi- 
torial to a high degree ahd that the 
business secrets of merchants and 
manufacturers would thus become the 
prey of either their competitors or of 
blackmailers. But that it not so, the 
honest taxpayer has nothing to fear 
from an income tax,.his return of in- 
come supported, where necessary, by 
a balance sheet or a profit and loss 
account, neither of which would re- 
veal trade secrets, would normally be 
accepted. without examination’ of his 
detailed accounts. This fear of in- 
quisitorial methods is, I am sure, sin- 
cere; nevertheless it has no justifica- 
tion in reality. 


PEACE-TIME REVENUE 

Lastly, in order that I should be 
completely frank on the sybject, I ad- 
mit my belief that the principal con- 
tribution to the peace-time—I repeat, 
peace-time—revenue of. this Colony 
should come from an income tax. 
Trivial arguments. can be ranged 
against its equitability in a commun- 
ity composed of different races with 
different standards of living: but these 
arguments have little weight when 
opposed to the undeniable basic equity 
of a tax which is assessed in accord- 
ance with ability to pay. More than 
one un-official: member has reminded 
me during the debate of the shortcom- 
ings of this Colony’s administration. I 
freely, though with deep regret, agree 
that in primary education, in facilities 
for sick poor and sick children, in 
housing of the poorer classes, in town 
planning and in other respects the 
provision made by this Colony is 
gravely lacking. I do not attempt to 


those that travel with him. A 
strange man, a- courageous man, a 
man of mystery, a man of power—.

SOCIAL PROBLEMS 


These latter remarks at such a time 
us this may be regarded as inoppor- 
tune. I have made them because 1 
hope that the day may come when 1 
shall preside over a meeting of this 
Council with a bill before it for the 
imposition, or re-imposition, of income 
tax as a peace-time measure, in order 
that we may begin to tackle in prac- 
tical earnest those social problems. 
But that is looking some way ahead. 
The immediate question before  thit 
Colony, though not to-day before this 
Council, is whether we should dis- 
charge our admitted duty~ to Grea. 
Britain by means of an income tax or 
some other revenue-raising measure 
or measures. I ask no more than thai 
those who have reached a conclusion 
contrary to income tax should, in the 
light of the Honourable the Financial 
Secretary’s speech and the very cogent 
remarks which have fallen from the 
honourable and gallant member the 
General Officer Commanding the Bri- 
tish Troops in China, closely re-exam- 
ine the reasons which led them to that 
conclusion, having during the process 
an open mind and a single eye for the 
good of the Colony and the Empire. 

It is not the case that the whole 
community of Hong Kong is op- 
posed, either in principle or in 
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practice, to the imposition of in- 

come tax at the present time. I 

am aware of a growing body of 

opinion, both European and Chi- 
nese, which is in support of that 

course of action, . 

I have been asked to widen the 
terms of reference of the expert com- 
mittee appointed to examine Govern- 
ment’s proposals as framed in a bill. 

I am prepared: to do so on the : 
clear understanding that the com- 
mittee will first discharge the duty 
which it accepted on appointment, 
that is to say to enquire whether 
an income tax measure suitable to 
the present moment’s needs can be 
devised.

Several sharp hand-to-hand clasher 
were reported last night at Lungmun 
and it is claimed in Chinese des- 
patches that the Japanese were 
several times driven back with heavy 
casualties, 

Yesterday the Japanese landed on 
Sha-tun Island, near Lungmun, but 
this Island is reported to be of no 
military importance. 


PLANES ACTIVE 


Japanese planes are operating ex- 
tensively in the Lungmun region, and 
the landing parties are supported by 
warships, 

So far no refugees have yet at- 
tempted to cross the frontier into 
French Territory. 

Yamchowfu and Limchowful 
(Hopo) authorities “have ordered 
compulsory~ evacuation of civilians. 
The Chinese military have taken over 
the wireless and telegraph offices at 
Pakhoi and incoming messages have

JAPANESE AT LUNGMUN 
REPORTED ROUTED 
. Kwong Chow Wan, To-day. 

-It is reported this morning that the 
Japanese, who landed at Lungmun, 
have been routed. 

The Chinese counter-attack started 
at 4 p.m. yesterday when the first de- 
fence line troops engaged the Japanese 
invaders in furious hand-to-hand 


fighting, in which they made valuable 
use of hand-grenades. 

The Japanese were forced to yleld 
ground and, threatened with annihil- 
ation by encirclement, they retreated 
to the shore and re-embarked, while 
warships shelled the Chinese forces.

A Chinese military spokesman said 
In a press interview yesterday that 
the Japanese invading the Pakhoi 
area are largely naval units.

Judging by the limited strength of 
the force, no large-scale operations 
would appear to be planned the 
spokesman declared.

and even white jerkins. 

‘The other half of the cortege moved 

about, sedately and normally dressed, 
in near invisibility. 
* The demonstration, which had re- 
ceived official blessings from the 
R.A.C., Ministry of information, Home 
Office, “Safety First’ Association . and 
Chief Constables of various cities, was 
organised by the “Men's Wear Coun- 
cil of Great Britain” as a practical 
contribution to the grave problem of 
road accidents. 

Practically every borough through- 
out the country is faced by a casualty 
list, chiefly pedestrians killed or in- 
jured in the darkened streets, a list 
which grows until, in some cases 

the casualties of the first few weeks 

of the black-out are comparaple 
with some of the results of the 
heaviest air raids during the Span- 

ish war. r 

A dark avenue of trees was chosen 
for the Hyde Park cortege, which 
marched in twos towards the appro- 
priately dimmed lights of a car. Mea- 
sured distances were marked, and 
when the pedestrian became visible 
to a judge standing beside the car he

NO. 87—THE.MAN IN 
‘THE IRON MASK 


By VINCENT TOWNE 


Instant death was the penalty the 


mysterious prisoner must pay should . 


he ever reveal his face--this by royal 
command of Louis the Grand wha 
boasted, “I am the State!” 

The only clue | to the unfortunate’: 
identity was this entry upon the re- 
gister of the grim Bastille: 


“On Thursday, the 18th of Septem- 
ber 1698, at a o’clock of the afternoon, 
M. de Saint-Mars, governor of the 
chateau of the Bastille, arrived for the 
first entrance into office, coming from 
his government of the islands of 
Sainte-Marguerite, having brought 
with him in his litter 4 former pri- 
soner of his at Pigneroi, whom he 
- obliges to keep himself always mask- 
ed, and whose name is not told.” 

For 17 years this masked prisoner 
had languished in the dungeon of 
Sainte-Marguerite after having him 
brought there from Pigneroi. 


It was rumoured that his features 
-‘had to be forever hidden because they 
. bore a resemblance compromising, to 

the grand monarch. He must have 
been a personage of great rank. His 
jailers were commanded to treat him 
always with that respect which was 
due to royalty alone. Even M. de 
Saint-Mars himself had to stand bure- 
headed when addressing his charge. 

The mask was of.black velvet. So 

another entry in the prison register 
stated. According to Voltaire it had 
steel springs at the chin piece, allow- 
ing the wearer to eat without un- 
covering his face: but this detail is 
supposed ‘to have been one of the 
fruits of Voltaire’ imagination. Yet its 
suggestion yielded the name: “Man 
of the Iron Mask.” 

He languished in the cruel Bastille 
. five years, two months and one day. 
Then his tortured soul was relieved 
of'a hell of torment known to have 
lasted 22 years. and which probably 
had covered a longer period of agony. 
He left behind no clues. as to his 


identity or his antecedents. Only M. ; 


de Saint-Mars and the grand monarch 
could tell; and they never did. 

For a dozen years after the masked 
prisoner had died, not even M. de 
Saint-Mars’ brothers in arms, who 
had helped guard that wretched exis- 
tence, dared to ask themselves who 
their prisoner might have been. Then 
Louis, XIV went up for his final judg- 
ment after more than 70 years on the 
throne, and men dared to gossip be-

hind closed doors. The first published 
attempt to unravel the mystery was 
in the “Memoirs” of an anonymous 
author who claimed the masked man 
had been the Duc de Vermandois, na- 
tural son of Louis XIV by the beauti- 
ful Louise de la Valliere. During an 
outburst of anger he had dare strike 


‘the Dauphin and had suffered a life- 


time of torture for this attack. 


Voltaire, in his “Century of Louis 
XIV,” related that shortly after 1661, 
when Cardinal Mazarin died and Louis 
XIV took the government into his 
own hands, “a prisoner of greater than 
ordinary stature, young and of most 
handsome and noble torm, was sent 
under strict secrecy to the island of 
Sainte - Marguerite.’ The King’s 
minister, Louvois, . went to see the 
prisoner on the island and spoke to 


him, standing with every. sign of res- |: 
pect. According to Voltaire, the pri- | 


soner was a half-brother of Louis 
XIV, the son of that. monarch’s 
mother, “Haughty” Anne of Austria. 

This disclosure was shortly follow- 
ed by a pamiphlet emphatically stat-, 
ing that this natural son of Anne had 
been put’on the throne in substitution 
for the real Louis XIV, that the per- 
sonage .who for more than 70 years 
enjoyed all the presentige of “The 
Grand Monarch” was, therefore a 
pseudo king, and that the unknown 
prisoner of the Bastille was the right- 
ful ruler of France. According to a 
further theory, the Man ‘of the Iron 
Mask was a_ half-brother of Louis, 
but his father was the English Duke 
of Buckingham. thers nave main- 
ta‘ned that he was a twin brother of 
the grand monarch and had been put 
away to-avoid -complications. This 
was seized upon by Dumas for the 
plot of his novel, “The Man in the 
Tron Mask.” 

There was once circulated an ex- 
travagant theory that this man of

[that human enigma, James de la 
Cloche, son of Charles II of England, 
who dissolved into nothingness, about
